Banknotes shown inside front cover 
are from the Kevin i,afond collection. The 
first two notes from the (2nd) Claremont 
Bank which operated atour 1849-1864. Bothi 
have the denomination overprinted in red. 

Notes were printed with Jan. date and later 
Apr. was written over Jan, (perhaps when the 
red overprint was added). Both# notes are 
rare* with or withpij^h overprint. 

The Farmer's and Ifechanic's Bank of 
Rochester (moved to Gonio in 1860) was in 
operation 1356-1865. Sheets or remainders 
of the $1, $2, and $3 from this hank are 
not rare, but all signed notes are rare and 
all note $5 or higher are rare. This note 
with red overprint is dated 1863 so it must hav 
have been issued in Gonio although the place 
has not been changed from Rochester. Ben 
Franklin is at lower right. I am sorry that 
some of the vignettes come out very dark 
in reproduction. 

WOODEN NICKELS 

y Wooden nickels are an interesting ^cL 
faily inexpensive subject to collect, ■'^owever, 
so many varieties are available that it is 
wise to limit your collection to one area 
category. Collecting New Hampshire wtindea 
nickels can be quite a challenge. 

A fairly extensive article on these 
issues was included in Nonagon issues of 
Winter 1974-75 through Spring 1976 with many 
of them illustrated. Sore of the iasues are 
quite attractive with original desigre aid ir. 
colors, espeoiallt town anivorsary issues 
and those of Tri-S+ao CollectiBs exhibition 
from 1964 thouugh 1992, and several issues 
for New ^Wpshire Numismatic Assn. 


N.H.N.A, president Robert Fritsch has 
prepared a list of New Hampshire wooden nickels 
which incMdes many issued since IS'^5 and 
also many earlier issues that your editor 
did not know of at that time. The Honagon
